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Due to lack of refined orbital data of Skylab spacecraft, 
the topographic analysis of pass 17 and 18 could not be 
completed. The orbital data has since been received, and will 
be applied to pass 17 and 18 in the next reporting period. 

Further analysis of received power as a function of observed 
area indicates that some variations are due to instrumental 
sampling characteristics of Skylab altimeter. This will be 
further investigated. 
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
